PUBLIC HEARING

At 5:15 p.m. Mayor Bobby L. Davis called the Public Hearing to order. Council members
Ralph Atkinson, Ronald Atkinson, Michael Baker, Joseph Frazier and Odessa Gregg were in
attendance. Councilman Emerson Hunt was not present. Also present were City Administrator
Alan Ammons, City Treasurer Patricia Brown and City Clerk Pam Jones. No one from the public
was present for the Public Hearing.

SPECIAL MEETING

Mayor Bobby L. Davis called the Special meeting to order. Council members Ralph
Atkinson, Ronald Atkinson, Michael Baker, Joseph Frazier and Odessa Gregg were in
attendance. Councilman Emerson Hunt was not present. Also present were City Administrator
Alan Ammons, City Treasurer Patricia Brown and City Clerk Pam Jones

Councilman Joseph Frazier made a motion to accept 2" Reading on Ordinance 16-01,
AN ORDINANCE TO SET MLLAGE FOR RAISING FUNDS AND TO ADOPT THE BUDGET FOR THE
CITY OF MARION, FISCAL YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 2017, seconded by Councilman Michael
Baker; motion carried.

Councilman Michael Baker made a motion to accept 2"¥ Reading on Ordinance 16-02,
AN ORDINANCE TO APPROPRIATE LOCAL HOSPITALITY REVENUES FOR THE CITY OF MARION
FOR THE 2016-17 FISCAL YEAR, seconded by Mayor Pro-tem Ronald Atkinson; motion carried.

Councilman Michael Baker made a motion to accept 2"¢ Reading on Ordinance 16-03,
AN ORDINANCE TO ESTABLISH AND ADOPT A CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM AND
BUDGET FOR THE CITY OF MARION FOR THE 2016-17 FISCAL YEAR, seconded by Councilman
Joseph Frazier; motion carried.

Councilman Ralph Atkinson made a motion to accept 1%t Reading on Ordinance 16-04,
AN ORDINANCE TO ANNEX PROPERTY LOCATED AT THE CORNER OF US HIGHWAY 76 EAST
and MARKET DRIVE, seconded by Mayor Pro-tem Ronald Atkinson. Mr. Ammons commented
that this property was between Murphy Oil USA and Market Drive (beside Taco Bell) This will go
to the Planning Commission and will then come back to Council for the 2" Reading, at which
time they will decide whether or not to annex this property into the City. Motion carried.
